An  assawbly  of  nautron  datactors  was  prepared  for  passible  observation 
of  *olar  sources  of  neutrons,  diurnal  effects,  and  other  diractlonal 
effacts  for  fast  neutrons.  This  was  described  In  raporta  for  the  pravioua 
contract,  AF-k9(636)550.  Tha  alrborna  nautron  counting  package  was 
flown  f  row  Edwards  Air  Force  Baaa  on  January  9,  10  and  II  at  high 
altltudaa  for  a  total  of  fourtaan  hour*  flying  tlwe.  Flight  path*  ware 
aada  at  constant  geowagnetic  latitude  and  also  f row  Idwarda  to  tha 
Canadian  bordar  and  back.  Tha  data  ia  now  baing  digitizad  at  tha 
Edwards  data  reduction  facility/  analysis  and  Intarpratation  will 
cowwence  as  soon  as  tha  processad  data  is  racalved  frow  I*»ards.
